By arrivals at Boston tind Philadct* 
^ in from f Jverpool, London datc!» to 
Feb. 11 th have lieen received.

Tlie qtiestioB wms to te ngitiited ia 
the HbuseofCoanBmwoQ tl»e 13th of 
Feb. wNltber a petition to the King 
sbould be sdupted, praying for the 
rMtorptioli of tM Quceii*i name to the 
Liturgy. It WBs currently rumoiireJ, 
thtttho King had consen^ to tbii 
Bwaiure. 


Pctillnna were daily presenttMl to 
PBt^inmcBt from various parts of Eng­ 
land, for to re«t<MB tbe Oiieeii’s name 
to the lituig;y, aiid for a rliange of ineii 
and meaanres. The Bill providing un 
establithment for the Queen, had bccti 
read a second tune iu tlie House ot 
Commonf. 


Lord Castlereagb alledged in the 
House of CommoBs, thatt& newspa­ 
pers wbich advocated the cause of tlie 
Queen, were paid by her. 
Mr. fluiuff 
nnd Mr. Wood promptly denied the 
charge and challenged bis lordship to 
the pronf, which was declined. 


A Liverpool paper of tlie 13th Feb 
contains a postscript frtim London on 
the evening of the 11th, announcing 
the intelligence received by e&prei^s 
from the continent, dial the main divi* - 
sion of the Austrian array, consisting 
of 60,000 men, on the 29th of January, 
broke up from tbeir quarters on the 
right bank of tlie Po, with orders to 
march acainst Na|)les. 


An important circular despatch from 
the British government to its several 
Anibassa«lors at Foreign Courts, dated 
19th January, was laid before tlic 
House of Lords on the 1st of Februa­ 
ry. Lord Castlereagb distinctly an­ 
nounces that his governnient decline:; 
becoming a party to the measures cun- 
templated by the Allies, and combats 
the right to interfere with the internal 
affairs uf independent States, so loti;? 
as their views were not subversive of 
the territorial system of Europe.

Capt Smith, of the brig Jamcf 
Coulter, arrived at Philadelphia iu 9 
days from Havanna, informs, that the 
commtinication was open between tite 
Patriots and Royalists, and a brisk 
trade was carrying on with the interior.
